The House of Representatives at Wash­ 
ington has finally passed the “ accrued ex­ 
penditures'’ m easure -- lab eled the Key­ 
stone of the Hoover Commission's recom­ 
mendations for b udgetary reform. The 
vote was more than three to one. 
The b ill now goes to the Senate, where 
favorab le action is expected. An almost 
identical b ill was passed b y the Senate last 
year. 
The measure is designed to end the prac­ 
tice that permits various agencies of the 
federal government to retain carryover 
funds from one f i s c a l period to another. 
The b acklog of money piled up in this 
manner and b eyond further congressional 
review has b een estimated at as much as 
$70 b illion—almost a full ye a r’s federal 
b udget. 
If Congress enacts the Hoover proposal, 
as now seems certain, it will thereafter 
make its allotment of funds on an annual 
b asis, reviewing projects under way each 
year. The possib le savings have b een esti­ 
mated in the b illions. 
There is reason to b elieve that if feder­ 


al b ureaus are required to make a n ac­ 
counting each year there will b e more effi­ 
ciency. Surely Congress, b y making cer­ 
tain that the purposes for which it appro­ 
priates are b eing carried out. would insure 
a b etter return on the money b eing spent. 
The proposal has the support of the White 
House, Budget Director Brundage. Comp­ 
troller General Campb ell, and the Ameri­ 
can Institute of Certified Pub lic Account­ 
ants. The proposal is the product of some 
of the country’s b est minds, outstanding 
men who voluntarily served under former 
President Hoover in the search for a more 
efficient government. 
At a time of mounting government costs, 
at a time when every saving is import­ 
ant, a proposal 
such a s this s h o u l d b e 
speeded to final ena ctment.

ington has finally passed the “accrued ex­ 
penditures” m ea su re — labeled the Key­ 


stone of the Hoover Commission*? recom ­ 
mendations for budgetary' reform. 
The 
vote was more than three to one. 


The hill now goes to the Senate, where 
favorable action is expected. An almost 
identical bill was passed by the Senate last 
year. 
The m easure is designed to end the prac­ 
tice that perm its various agencies of the 
federal government to retain carryover 
funds from one f i s c a l period to another. 
The backlog of money piled up in this 
m an n e r and beyond further congressional 
review has been estimated at as m uch as 
$70 billion—almost a full y ear's federal 
budget. 
If Congress enacts the Hoover proposal, 
as now seem s certain, it will thereafter 
m ak e its allotment of funds on an annual 
basis, reviewing projects under way each 
year. The possible savings have been esti­ 
m ate d in the billions. 
There is reason to believe that if feder­ 


al bureaus are required to m ake an ac­ 
counting each y e a r there will be m o re effi­ 
c i e n c y . Surely Congress, by m aking c e r ­ 
tain that the purposes for which it appro­ 
priates are being carried out, would insure 
a better return on the money being spent. 
The proposal has the support of the White 
House. Budget Director Brundage. Comp­ 
troller General Campbell, and the A m eri­ 
can Institute of Certified Public Account­ 
ants. The proposal is the product of some 
of the country’s best minds, outstanding 
men who voluntarily served under form er 
President Hoover in the search for a more 
efficient governm ent. 
At a time of m ounting governm ent costs, 
at a tim e when every saving is im port­ 
ant, a proposal such as this s h o u l d be 
speeded to final enactm ent.
